President Nixon will not 
borrow from friends to help 
pay his huge back-tax bill of 
$467,000, a White House offi- 
cial said ysesterday. Rather 
. be will use "standard fi- 
nancing arrangements” to 
supplement his cash on hand 
to meet the assessment, t he 
aide said. 

ihis may require borrow- 
ing against his salary or 
against his already mort- 
gaged properties in Whittier, 
San Clemente and Key Bis- 
cayne, or combinations of 
these, the aide said. 

There is even the possibili- 
ty that Mr. Nixon will sell 
His I- lorida vacation proper- 
ties to help pay the bill, the 
aide . added. He said he 
doubted if Mr. Nixon would 
choose that course, but it is 
among the options being ex- 
amined by presidential tax 
lawyers, he said. 

“But it will be eonveni- 
tional iinaticing, you can be 
sme of that, no borrowing 
from friends.” the official 
said. "Otherwise we’d have
